is able to see much better Chan for 
years past, thanks to an operation for 
cataract performed since her arrival 
in Madrid, where she is the guest of 
her nephew, the duke of Alba. Despite 
her ninety-four yeurs, the former em- 
press consented to undergo the opera- 
tion performed by Dr. Jacinto Burnt- 
qlier. a Barcelona oculist', who invent- 
ed an instrument for caturact removal. 

The frailty of Kugenie permitted the 
use of only a local anesthetic. The 
surgeon made a slight incision in the 
cataract, applied cocaine, and then the 
delicate Instrument, which acts on the 
suction principle, was used. After six 
duys the obstruction was drawn aside 
without pain. 

When the bandages were removed 
Kugenie was able to read for the first 
time iu many years. The cataract 
cannot be removed entirely without 
cutting, therefore the ultimate success 
of the operation cannot be forecast. 

Lesson in Dietetics. 

What bread needs to make it a per- 
fect food — a perfect food is that which 
contains protein, carbohydrates, and 
fat In certain definite proportions — Is 
something with fat in It. Hence Broad 
"and butter," and bread "and drip- 
ping." and bread "und cheese."

Acetic ueld Is now used iu grea». 
quantities in making acetate of cel- 
lulose for airships. BefUfU the war 
this was obtained by distilling wood, 
but It no lunger siitticcs. A Synthetic 
way of making acetic acid was dis- 
covered and now the price is mud: 
lower than it need te he. 

The process is simple; It calls for the 
production of acetic aldehyde l.v a t.- 
action of water with acetylene, and the 
oxidation of the aldehyde gives acetic 
acid. 

Three French companies are now 
using this process and La Nature .-ays 
they bid fair to drive the distillers ill 
wood out of the field, even planning to 
produce a synthetic vinegar thai shall 
be much cheaper than the natural ar- 
ticle.

Owners of steamboats fifty years 
ago had great pride in having fine 
bells that were used in announcing 
the time of departure of the steam- 
ers. The captains generally rang the 
big bells half on hour before leaving 
time, and their deep tones could eas- 
ily be heard for two miles and fur- 
ther on quiet, clear days or nights. 

In old days to have a fine boat 
minus a special hell was like attempt 
ing to operate a circus without an 
elephant. Some of the famous bells 
of the Mississippi River boats were 
on the J. M White. Robert E Lee. 
Natchenz. James Lee the Fifst, Im- 

Serial. Pennsylvania, T. P Leathers, 
lelle of the Coast, and after the civil 
war there were fine ones on all the 
Anchor Line steamers. 

The Lee Line followed this custom. 
On their steamers in the early days 
and until recent years they had some 
of the finest bells. Many of them are 
said to have had a finer and deeper 
tone than some of the older ones. The 
Kate Adams, now operating in the 
Memphis and Rosedate trade, posses- 
ses a very fine toned bell; so does 
the Harry Lee. 

Practically all the bells used on the 
big steamers prior to the civil war 
were taken from the boats and scrap- 
ped by the Governments. The North 
as well as the South needed the copper 
in them. 

For many years there was a small 
bell foundry in Louisville, operated 
by a man named Kay. In it were 
moulded the most famous bells heard 
along the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 

Kay is said to have come to the 
United States from Scotland He had 
some experience in casting bells in 
his home country and established his 
little place in Louisville before the 
civil war. He designed all the big 
boat bells and charged about a dol- 
lar a pound to mould one. He used 
a mixture of material that gave them 
a splendid tone, but the owner of the 
bell usually put in several ounces of 
silver, often dumping into the melt- 
ing pot so many ounces of silver bul- 
lion. 

The weight of these bells averaged 
from 1,30ft to •J.OOO pounds. They were 
placed on the hurricane roofs of the 
boats with a cord extending to the 
pilot house and another dropping 
down to the lower deck, so that the 
crews could ring them when neces- 
sary. 

A few of the bells were removed 
from the boats and used after the war. 
Several fell into the hands of wealthy 
planters and were installed on plan- .

DOTS ARE USES FOR WORDS 



Inventor Callt It "Typophonla" and It 



It Read on a Phonograph Record— 
Unlike Rafted Letter 8ystem, a Li- 



Pries It Cheap— Blind 
tor Offers I 

Afflicted. 



The blind and those whose weak 
sights prevent the use of eyes for read 
ng Maf now rend by sound l.tstead of 
touch as a result of n recent Invention 
by Dr. Max Hem. a Viennese specialist 
In heart diseases, who arrived in the 
1'nlted States recently. Dr. Her* came 
here at the request of a group of In- 
dividuals and organisations Interested 
In ameliorating the condition of the 
blind. He demonstrated his Invention 
several days ago for the first time at 
a convention of instructors for the 
Wind at Baltimore, where It was re- 
ported to have been received with en- 
thusiasm. 

The Invention Is bnsed on a sound 
alphabet devised by Dr. Her* from the 
Morse code, eliminating the dash and 
using the dot In various combinations. 
A phonograph record is made of a 
story In the sound language. The rec- 
ord Is placed on an Instrument re- 
sembling a phonograph equipped with 
a sound box and the blind person, af- 
ter becoming familiar with the alpha- 
bet Is able to read hy ear rather than 
through the Angers as In braille, the 
method In use at present. 

The alphabet is based on the single 
dot. two dots and four dots used In 
various combinations. The phonograph 
record Is made in the following man- 
ner: Using an Instrument like a type- 
writer, the person engaged in the work 
will punch holes In a narrow tape, each 
group of perforations being a letter In 
the dot alphabet. The tape Is then run 
through an electrical machine and the 
perforations are transfered In sound to 
a master record. Duplicate records are 
then made In any quantity. 

System Called Typophonla. 
Dr. Herz, who is a member of the 
faculty of the University of Vienna, 
calls his system typophonla, or read- 
ing by sound, and the instrument the 
typophone. 

Typophonla has many ndvantnges 
over braille, according to the explan- 
ation made by the Inventor. First, It 
is easy to learn. This was evidenced 
by the fact that when Dr. Herz tapped 
out his Improvised alphabet a visitor 
who heard It for the Mist time and 
who was familiar with the Morse code 
repeated almost all of the letters cor- 
rectly when he henrd the dots tapped. 

On the other hand, says Dr. Herz, 
braille is learned with dlfticulty. espe- 
cially by adults not born blind. The 
sense of touch Is not so ncute as that 
of hearing. It takes months to learn 
braille, and to master the' embossed 
dot alphabet of Louis Braille means a 
year or two of study on the part of 
many who pursue it. 

When Dr. Herz's sight began to fall 
three years ago and. forbidden to use 
his eyes to read, he began the study of 
braille, though a man of science and 
accustomed to intense concentration 
for long periods of time he was un- 
able to master the method for a year 
or more. 

The sysiein of typophonla may be 
learned l.y any person in a fortnight, 
according to Dr. Herz. It need not 
take that long, and he tells the story 
of a young woman in Vienna who mas- 
tered It In a day, although he says this 
Is exceptional. 

Another Advantage Over Braille. 
Another great advantage over braille 
Is that a book of 'J0O printed pages 
may be transferred to a record six 
Inches in diameter. The same book re- 
produced in braille would take about 
UN8 pages. The braille book of 1.000 
papas would entail the expenditure of 
a considerable amount of money by 
the person desiring to purchase It. 
The same book In the form of the typo- 
phone record, the l.iveutor says, would 
cost from 'J to f» cents. The typophoue 
Itself would call for an initial expendi- 
ture of about Sl.V So that a blind per- 
son could build up an extensive library 
at an Insignificant cost compared to 
the expenditure necessary to purchase 
the same library in braille. 

Here the question nuturally arises 
as to why use a sound alphabet to be 
reproduced by the ty|>opbone rather 
than to reproduce in the first Instance 
the spoken words directly from un or- 
dinary phonograph record. Dr. Herz's 
answer is that it would take 400 phon- 
ograph records to reproduce w hat can 
be reproduced on one six-inch record 
by means of the typophone. Then the 
spoken word on the ordinary phono 
graph it difficult to comprehend. The 
great expense Involved in reproducing 
a book of 200 pages on 400 phonograph 
records Is obvious, to say nothing of 
the space that one such "book" would 
A large apartment would be 
too large to store the works of 
ind Shakespeare reproduced 
in this manner. The entire works of 
Dickens and Shake-«peare reproduced 
on typophoue records would occupy a 
cylindrical box about six Inches high 
and six inches In diameter. The cost 
would bs trifling in comparison to the 
cost of the books In braille or In ordi- 
nary phonograph recorda. In braille 
tba works of Dickens and Sbakeapeara 
would All a large room. 
The Bible in braille 



Six thin typophone 
coating from 12 to M cents would 
bring within the purview of the blind 
person the contents of the great hook 
when the cost of the work In braille 
might be tremendous. 

The reproducing instrument Iibs the 
appearance of a small phonograph and 
Is kept In a wooden case like a travel- 
er's typewriter. The weight is 2 or 3 
pounds. |,lke the phonograph there Is 
a large circular disc about !> Indies | n 
dlnnieter. Above this disc Is another 
disc, about the size of a six-Inch 
ord. This disc receives I 
record. Connecting the two Is a re- 
duction gear. The "reader" places the 
record In position and fastens the 
needle on the sound boxes as In the 
ordinary phonograph. In order to be- 
gin reading the book lie turns the large 
disc and the words of the story are 
then tupped out in the Improvised 
code. The reduction gear causes the 
record to rotate at a rate one thirty- 
sixth as slow as the lower disc Is turn- 
ed. The operator may "read" as slowly 
or as rapidly as he desires merely by 
twirling the lower disc to suit his abil- 
ity to comprehend the sounds. 

Recognizing that a "reader" may 
grow tired after perusing a few chap- 
ters Dr. Herz has contrived an In- 
genious "bookmark" that enables hltn 
te begin "reading" where he left off. 
A ftnall clutch Inside the wooden case 
clumps the bar holding the needle In 
the place where the "book" Is "closed." 
200 Models of Machine Made. 
The present model typophone Is the 
200th Dr. Herz haa made. It bears all 
the Improvements and Is without the 
faults that were embodied In the 199 
discarded models. His primary pur- 
pose In visiting the United States was 
to accept the Invitation by those Inter- 
est etl In having him demonstrate his 
invention. He hopes while here to In- 
terest Individuals or organizations to 
take hold of his Invention so that the 
machine and "books" may be placed at 
the disposal of the afflicted, for the 
cost of manufacture or without cost. 

The Inventor feels that If out of his 
own affliction there can coma, some 
good to the millions similarly situated 
the loss of his vision will not have 
been in vain. He Is not interested 
In the commercial exploitation of typo- 
phonla and stands ready to turn It 
over without cost to the philanthropic 
individual or organization which will 
undertake to give It to the blind and 
weakslghted out of humanitarian mo- 
tives, free from any suspicion of com- 
mercialism. 

It Is the dream of Dr. Herz that 
there may eventually arise In the Uni- 
ted States an International Institute 
for the Blind, with sections for all the 
nations. By the system of typophonla 
he is of the opinion that the world of 
literature, science and culture may be 
opened to the afflicted. Records, he 
says, can be made in all languages. As 
most of the blind are poor, he Insists 
that his invention must be given free 
of cost or at cost. 

Record in Three Languages. 
Records have already been made by 
Dr. Herz in (lertnnn, Knglish and Pol- 
ish. He was subsidized to a limited 
extent by the Austrian and Polish gov- 
ernments in his experiments. The first 
Oernian records were Urlmni's Fulry 
Tales and the first Knglish record was 
Oscar Wilde s "The Happy Prince and 
other Tales." 

Dr. Herz came to this country at 
the request of M. C. Migel, chairman 
of the New York state commission for 
the blind, William Ziegler. Jr.. and W. 
(i. Holmes, editor of the Matilda Zieg- 
ler .Magazine. Representatives of the 
following organizations also sent let- 
ters Inviting him : 

The Red Ooss Institute for the 
Blind, the National Committee for the 
Prevention of Blindness, the Associa- 
tion for the Instructors of the Blind, 
the American Association of Workers 
for the Blind, the Matilda Ziegler Pub- 
lishing Company for the Blind, the 
New York Association for Ihe Blind, 
the Perkins Institute for the Blind, the 
Librarian for the Blind, Library of 
Congress and the American Printing 
House for the Blind. 

When Dr. Herz first took up the 
study of hraille three years ago there 
was a shortage of thick paper In Aus- 
tria, the sort used In printing braille 
characters. He thereupon Invented a 
method of stamping the characters on 
any thickness of paper hy menns of 
perforated zinc stencils. He made an 
Inexpensive frame for the sightless 
persons use and by means of which he 
Is able to print his own braille books 
at little expense. 

In his medical specialty, heart dis- 
ease, he has Invented machines In con- 
nection with mechanotherapy. The ap- 
paratus bearing his name is said to 
he in use all over the world. A small 
pocket Instrument for measuring blood 
pressure Is among his Inventions. 

Dr. Herz Is planning to sull for Ku- 
rope on July 21. He will stop In Lon- 
don to visit Sir Arthur Peurson, the 
blind publisher. The physician's wife 
was born in New York, but she did not 
come with him. He was accompanied 
by a brother and bis daughter, who 
have assisted him In his experiments.

ARMY STATIONS TOLD 
TO RECRUIT 6,000 MEN 



All Will 



At Camp 



Washington, Nov. 9. — Telegraphic 
orders were sent today to the army 
recruiting stations to recruit the Sec- 
ond Division to its full strength im- 
mediately. It was explained at the 
War Department that under the pro- 
visions of the national defence act 
one division of the army must be kept 
at full strength, and that the Second 
Division had been selected by the 



General Staff as the unit to be main- 
tain at full strength. 

The division, which is stationed at 
Camp Travis, Texas, is 6,000 short of 
its full strength, and the War Depart- 
ment said the recruiting service never 
before in time of peace had been giv- 
en a similar task. Heretofore recruits 
for the Second Division have been 
drawn from the States of Texas and 
Oklahoma, but under the new order 
they will be taken from any place in 
the country. 

Major-Gen. James GHarbord, who 
was Gen Pershing's first chief of

An attempt to make Moscow look a 
busy and prosperous city during the 
visit to that city of the English h.bor 
delegates Is told by the Lettish Infor- 
mation bureau, whose press hureau at 
Rica has a special correspondent at- 
tached to the peace delegation in Mos- 



"The various Instlttulons In soviet 
Russia had for a long time been busy 
In making preparations for the recep- 
tion of the Kngllsfi labor delegates in 
order to show them Russia in attrac- 
tive colors," says the correspondent. 

In Petrograd where, as a rule, al- 
most no people are seen In the streets, 
all the officials were ordered to take 
part in the reception. Theatrical rep- 
resentations and grundlose banquets 
were organized with the participation 
of actresses from the Marlln.ski and 
Alexandrovskl theaters. The dele- 
gates were taken to Moscow in a spe- 
cial train, acompanied by Tcherkess 
soldiers in bright uniforms. 

In Moscow, the day before the ar- 
rival of the Kngllsh delegates, all the 
papers published strict orders issued 
by the military and civil commissa- 
ries setting out what everybody had 
to do and how to behave. On May 
17 the tramway service In the city was 
suspended, all the cars being taken to 
the neighborhood of the Nikolasovskl 
station, where, gayly decorated, they 
moved to and fro, trying to convey to 
»he visitors the Idea of busy traffic. 

In the station all the motor cars 
from Moscow were mobilized, even the 
highest commissaries having to walk, 
on May 18 a parade was organized, 
hut do private persous were allowed 
to be present. This Is the wuy the 
holshevists organized the tragi comedy 
of the communistic paradise in order 
to deceive the English visitors as to 
the reul state of soviet Russia.

Segovia, In Spain, Ha* Sign* of Life 
Only Part of On* Day of 

Segovia Is a dead city of Spain. 

There are dead towns In this coun- 
try which both lived and died within 
half a century, and few that are much 
more than a century old. But Segovia 
died centuries ago, and It is as old as 
civilization In Europe. 

The Romans built Sogovla. It 
stands on a rocky ridge between two 
swift rivers— a compact little city of 
narrow streets and old stone bouse* 
crowded together. A mighty aqueduct, 
which was built by the Romans, still 
brings the city its water supply from 
the Ouadnrrama mountains. Segovia, 
high and narrow on Its ridge, lies like 
a great ship In the plain, moored by 
Its aqueduct to the distant mountains. 

Segovia Is a city of deserted 
churches. Long ago It lay In a sort 
of contested land between the region 
held by the Moors ami that held by 
the Christians. Sometimes one held it 
and sometimes the other. Both built 
churches there. Now Segovia has lost 
so much of Its population that most 
of these churches stand empty, despite 
the fact that Spain is a pious land.
